the  formation  of  a  society  in  Germany  of  influ¬ 
ential  men  of  various  avocations  to  advocate 
peace  by  means  of  lectures  and  writing.  The 
government  hitherto  lias  forbidden  such  discus 
slon,  but  Is  not  interfering  with  these  men.  It 
seems  that  they  are  more  inclined  to  peace  on 
easier  terms  since  the  great  offensive  ino\e  of 
the  allies  in  France  and  the  Russians  In  the 
east. 

It  Is  said  that  Atlanta  is  sobering  up  marvel¬ 
ously  since  the  new  Ihiuor  law  went  Into  elTect. 
And  it  is  the  same  story  in  many  places  in  Mis 
sissippi.  No  law  since  that  which  banished  sa¬ 
loons  from  our  State  has  done  anything  like  the 
amount  of  good  that  the  two  recent  enactments 
of  tlie  legislature  limiting  the  amount  of  whis¬ 
key  to  one  quart  in  two  weeks  and  forbidding 
liquor  advertising.  Mississippi  was  never  so 
sober  as  it  Is  today  and  every  true  man  ought  to 
help  to  keep  it  that  way  by  voting  for  the  new 
laws  in  November,  if  the  referendum  vote  is 
taken. 

Kx-Gnvernnr  .1.  Frank  II, inly,  of  Indiana,  lias 

been  nominated  by  the  prohibitionists  for  tlie 
l  iiited  States  presidency,  lie  is  u  strong  man 
with  a  clean  record.  Dr.  Ira  I.andretb,  a  Cum¬ 
berland  Presbyterian  preacher,  of  Nashville, 
Tenn  ,  was  nominated  for  the  vice-presidency. 
The  candidates  this  year  for  these  high  offices 
are  "all  honorable  men  and  whoever  Is  elected 
the  country  will  have  no  reason  to  be  ashamed.” 
We  Judge  that  Mliudsslpplans,  however,  will 
have  no  special  difficulty  In  deciding  to  vote  the 
same  way  they  have  been  doing  for  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  and  more. 

Don't  invite  your  friends  to  come  nnd  visit 
you  during  u  protracted  meeting.  This  is  not 
a  time  to  have  your  mind  on  entertaining.  Give 
yourself  wholly  to  the  work  of  the  meeting. 
Don't  go  to  visit  your  friends  while  they  are 
attending  a  revival  meeting.  This  Is  no  time 
for  social  pleasures  Some  people  think  this  Is 
a  good  time  to  eat  watermelons  and  "pies  and 
things."  But  the  kingdom  of  heaven  Is  not  eat¬ 
ing  and  drinking;  and  visitors  aro  generally  a 
serious  hindrance  to  a  meeting.  If  you  are  a 
visitor  at  such  a  time,  put  all  your  strength 
Into  the  work  of  the  revival.  Be  a  help  and  not 
a  hindrance. 
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A  “profane  man."  according  to  the  Scrip¬ 
tures.  is  one  without  a  proper  sense  of  spiritual 
values,  who  sees  no  worth  In  anything  that  can¬ 
not  he  made  Into  soup  for  a  hungry  man.  as  was 
true  of  Ksau  To  Jacob,  shrewd  and  questiona¬ 
ble,  aim  st  unscrupulous,  as  were  his  methods, 
the  promise  of  a  spiritual  inheritance  was  more 
than  herds  and  flocks  To  him  the  possession 
of  the  promise  was  a  very  real  matter  and  slow¬ 
ly  through  the  years  It  transformed  his  life  and 
clarified  Ijls  vision.  To  one  man  the  traditions 
of  his  fathers  and  the  family  honor  is  a  sacred 
trust  of  honor.  He  may  grow  lean  of  purse, 
but  he  will  treasure  the  slightest  trinket  that 
preserves  to  him  the  association  of  those  who 
gave  him  being  a  heritage  that  make  life  worth 
preserving.  A  profane  man  Is  a  spiritual  van¬ 
dal  who  ruthlessly  destroys  or  throws  away  pos¬ 
sessions  and  opportunities  of  priceless  worth  lie- 
cause  lie  has  no  appreoiatit'n  of  their  value. 
Ideals,  traditions,  hopes,  promises,  eternity, 
God  all  are  nothing  to  hint  He  is  like  a  hog  In 
a  garbage  ran,  to  whom  the  rotting  refuse  Is  a 
sweet  morsel,  but  who  has  no  use  for  rubies 
and  diamonds.  On  the  other  hand,  the  man 
the  eyes  of  whose  heart  have  been  opened  to 
see  what  Is  the  hop*  of  His  railing,  the  riches  of 
Ills  Inheritance  In  the  saints,  and  tlie  exceeding 
greatness  of  His  power  to  them  that  believe, 
will  like  Raul  count  all  things  but  loss  for  the 
excellency  of  the  knowledge  of  Christ,  and 
count  them  but  refuge  that  he  may  gain  Christ 
and  he  found  in  Him.  Such  a  spirit  will  com¬ 
pel  us  not  simply  like  Cain  to  bring  of  the  fruit 
of  the  ground  an  offering  to  God,  but  like  Abel 
to  bring  tbe  firstlings  of  the  flock,  our  best  to 
Him.  This  spirit  and  this  difference  make  the 
more  excellent  sacrifice.

It  would 
throw  half  a  million  railroad  men  out  of  em¬ 
ployment  and  put  many  of  their  families  in 
want.  It  would  oson  put  thousand!  of  other 
men  <  ut  of  business  and  their  families  st  the 
verge  of  want.

Surely  there  ought  to 
be  some  way  In  which  the  public  could  be  pro¬ 
tected.  The  nation  would  be  helpless  without 
the  railroads  in  operation.  All  the  prepared 
ness  for  war  would  be  utter  WHste  and  ail  traffic 
and  Intercourse  would  be  tied  up.  Whether 
this  strike  conics  or  not.  and  whether  we  are 
face  to  face  witli  tlie-e  condition*  in  the  Imme 
dlate  future.  It  is  c  lear  that  we  are  at  a  point 
In  our  "civlllr.atlon"  wl  ere  eve  rything  ev  uld  be 
thrown  into  chaom  In  twenty-four  hours  from 
which  nothing  hut  the  coming  of  the  Lord  could 
deliver  us  The  highly  organlied  condition  of 
soc  iety  makes  |>ossible  the  speedy  fulfillment  of 
prophecy.

Who  baptized  them''  'was  not  asked  and  we 
do  not  know,  the  Squnatlnn  was,  "I  nto  what

of  Christ  concerning  baptism. 


(To  those  who  may  criticise  my  words  "needs 
to  be  baptized  again,"  saying  the  first  dipping 
was  no  baptism,  1  would  say  Paul  called  it  bap¬ 
tism  by  asking  "unto  wiiat  were  you  baptized?" 
and  if  he  could  afford  to  call  such  baptism,  so 
can  I.  I  think  that  we  err  wbeu  we  throw  in¬ 
sult  into  the  face  of  those  whom  we  would  teach. 
According  t  the  use  of  the  English  word, bap¬ 
tize,  any  a.  t  whatever,  and  to  whomsoever  ad 
ranllstered.  if  administered  for  baptism.  Is  bap¬ 
tism.  Hut  that  by  no  means  says  that  all  are 
Scriptural  baptisms.  Scriptural  baptism  re¬ 
quires  the  Immersion  of  a  liellever  in  Christ  in 
water.  In  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  tlhost,"  and  that  "unto 
Scriptural  doctrines  concerning  salvation  and 
baptism.)  That  1a  tbe  unique  point  of  this 
special  llaptlst  position,  and  that  is  why  we 
"baptize  again"  those  who  come  to  us  from 
other  faiths. 

This  position  of  Itaptlsts  has  confused  many 
and  caused  them  to  feel  that  we  "unchristianlae 
them”  because  we  refuse  to  accept  their  bap¬ 
tisms.  That  feeling  is  far  front  the  fact.  Hap- 
tists  believe  that  theer  are  thousands  of  Chris¬ 
tians,  people  who  are  genuinely  saved  by  grace 
through  faith  in  Christ,  who  were  never  bap¬ 
tized  at  all  or  were  wrongly  baptized,  and  who 
hold  a  use  riptural  doctrines  about  baptism  t^nd 
other  Scriptural  teachings.  Baptists  recognize 
and  fellowship  as  Christians  all  who  have  shell 
themselves  sinners  lost  and  are  trusting  in  Jeaus 
Christ  alone  for  salvation,  whether  baptized  or 
unbaptized.  Keep  it  always  in  mind  that  the 
Baptists  are  the  one  people  who  do  (lot  believe 
that  baptism  has  anything  whatever  to  do  with 
saving  the  soul.  Baptists  h>  Id  teunejousiy  that 
tin  soul  is  saved  by  grace  through  faith  in 
(  hrist,  absolutely  without  works,  and  Njat  the 
soul  should  be  -aved  before  one  is  baptized. 

Hut  ns  to  baptizing  again  Hinivx — abw  ionic 
to  us.  it  does  seem  that  a  little  study  of  Acts 
IH.1-6  would  convince  all  that  the  Baptist  po¬ 
sition  is  strictly  apcstollr.  Why  was  Paul's 
conversation  and  action  in  that  particular  case 
recorded  If  not  for  our  Instruction?  or  to  be  an 
example  to  us?  We  can  only  learn  how  to  do 
In  sm  h  ia-i-8  by  seeing  how  the  apostles  of  our 
Lord  did.  That  Is  strictly  Baptist  ground. 

On  this  point  Baptists  hold  that  If  one  comes 
to  see  that  the  doctrines  he  heard,  accepted  and 
I  rofessed.  when  he  was  baptized  were  not  strict¬ 
ly  ?i  riptural  as  he  uow  sees  them,  then  this 
instant  c  of  Paul  haring  those  rebaptlzed,  or 
baptized  again,  who  were  baptized  "’unto"  er¬ 
roneous  doctrines,  or  lack  of  doctrine,  should 
caus  hint  to  know  that  he  needs  to  be  baptized 
again  "unto”  what  he  now  believes  the  Scrip¬ 
tures  teach.  Were  I,  personally,  to  change  doc¬ 
trinal  belief  concerning  baptism,  or  the  doctrines 
connected  with  baptism,  1  would  demand  to  be 
baptized  again.  I  would  do  that  because  of  the 
example  of  tbe  apostle  Paul  In  this  Instance.  If 
It  was  right  for  Paul  to  have  those  baptized 
again  who  were  previously  baptized  "unto” 

'  wrong  teachings  it  Is  right  now.  Conditions 
cannot  change  facts. 

But  one  says,  I*  believed  just  what  I  now  be¬ 
lieved  when  1  was  baptized.  I  was  converted 
before  I  was  baptized.  I  believe  that  I  was  sav- 
<d  by  grace  through  faith  In  Christ  before  I  ask¬ 
ed  for  baptism,  snd  I  was  baptized  by  immer- 
sh't.  because  I  believed  that  Jesus  commanded 
that.  What  la  wrong  with  my  baptism?’’ 

*  It  must  he  admitted  that  such  a  case  is  a 
close  one.  hut  all  hinges  on  the  apostle’s  ques¬ 
tion.  "I'nto  what  were  you  baptized?"  Such 
an  one’s  error  ’  as  not  in  his  own  so  ret  belief 
i>ut  In  the  do.  trines  concerning  baptism  "unto” 
which  he  was  baptized.  Being  baptized  by  one 
who  taught  doctrines  concerning  baptism  which 
are  not  ft  riptural,  the  one  baptized  was  bap¬ 
tized  "unto”  those  doctrines.  He  publicly  pro¬ 


fessed  not  what  lie  himself  believed  but  the  doc¬ 
trines  which  he  tacitly  accepted  when  he  sub¬ 
mitted  to  baptism  at  the  hands  of  a  church 
which  held  and  taught  the  doctrines  of  the  min¬ 
ister  by  whom  he  was  baptized.  If  he  did  not 
believe  the  doctrines  of  the  church  by  whose 
ministry,  he  was  baptized  then  he  by  that  act 
sanctioned  what  he  did  not  believe.  lie  really 
contradicted  his  own  belief  by  submitting  to 
baptism  unto"  doctrines  which  he  did  not  be¬ 
lieve. 

1  repeat,  we  are  not  baptized  "unto"  what  we 
secretly  believe,  but  "unto"  the  doctrines  of  the 
church  at  the  bands  of  whose  ministry  we  are 
baptized.  This  being  true.  If  one  cotpes  to  see 
that  the  doctrines  of  the  church  ut  whose  hands 
he  was  baptized  are,  concerning  baptism,  etc., 

■  ontrary  to  his  own  belief  concerning  that  or¬ 
dinance.  then  he  of  all  others  needs  to  be  bap¬ 
tized  again  "unto"  what  he  does  believe.  By 
bis  former  baptism  be  contradicted,  by  submit¬ 
ting  t  baptism  at  the  hands  of  those-  who  taught 
concerning  the  ordinance  what  he  did  not  and 
does  not  believe.  Ills  own  honest  belief,  and  he 

■  annot  afford  to  stand  before  the  world  as 
sanctioning  what  he  does  not  believe  concerning 
the  Word  of  God.  If  one  believes  one  thing 
and  by  act  pr  fosses  another,  he  stands  on  dan¬ 
gerous  ground.  Our  acts  of  obedience  should 
always  honestly  represent  our  faith. 

Home  Baptists  who  believe  in  what  is  called 
alien  immersion"  would  do  well  to  study  this 
point  carefully.  The  old  Baptist  position,  which 
once  caused  them  to  be  called  Anabaptists,  is 
that  the  doctrines  "unto"  which  one  Is  baptized 
have  a  part  in  constituting  baptism  valid  or  In¬ 
valid.  Take  this  as  an  illustration  of  what  I 
n  i  an.  Certain  chur.  hes  hold  that  sprinkling, 
pouring  an,|  Immersion  are  all  valid  as  baptism, 
and  that  such  may  be  validly  administered  to 
both  infants  and  adults.  One  is  Immersed  by  a 
minister  holding  that  view,  or  representing  a, 
church  which  does,  the  one  thus  baptized  sanc¬ 
tions  by  his  act  the  doctrines  of  the  church  con¬ 
cerning  baptism  by  whose  minister  he  was  bap¬ 
tized.  unless  he  publicly  declared  when  baptized 
that  he  did  not  believe  the  doctrines  of  that 
church  concerning  baptism  —  a  thing  perhaps 
never  dpne. 

Baptists  hold  that  baptism  Is  the  voluntary 
act  of  each  one  baptized  and  should  be  "unto" 
what  each  one  honestly  believes  concerning  bap¬ 
tism.  etc  .  and  that  one  cannot  afford  to  sanction 
by  such  a  solemn  act  doctrines  which  he  does 
not  believe.  Therefore,  if  one  changes  belief 
concerning  baptism  he  needs  to  be  baptized 
again  to  sanction  and  set  forth  what  he  now 
believes.  Otherwise  he  will  never  stand  before 
the  world  the  honest  exponent  of  his  own  be 
lief  Or  If  one’s  baptism  misrepresented  his 
own  belief  when  he  was  baptized,  because  the 
church  at  whose  bands  lie  was  baptized  did  not 
ti  acli  what  he  believed  concerning  baptism,  ho 
specially  needs  to  be  baptized  again  "unto" 
what  he  does  believe  concerning  baptism.  This 
is  necessary  that  he  may  stand  before  God  and 
men  as  an  honest  man. 

Good  sense  anil  patience  seem  about  to  pre¬ 
vail  in  the  Mexican  trouble.

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ITEMS  FROM  THE  AXM  AI,  MEETING  OF 
THE  FOREIGN  MISSION  HOARD. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Hoard  of  the  Southern  Raptist  Convention  was 
held  in  the  First  Baptist  church,  Richmond,  Va  . 
Wednesday  and  Thursday,  June  14th  and  15th. 
Besides  the  local  members  of  the  board,  there 
were  present  as  representing  the  various  states 
Joshua  levering,  Maryland;  R,  B.  Garrett,  Vir¬ 
ginia;  J.  L.  Gross.  Texas;  I.  P.  Trotter,  Missis¬ 
sippi;  F.  H.  Farrington,  I.oulsiana;  George  Hy¬ 
man,  Florida;  F.  Y.  Campbell,  Missouri;  W.  F. 
Powell,  Tennessee;  W.  W.  Chancellor,  Oklaho¬ 
ma;  J.  W.  Porter,-  Kentucky;  R,  C.  Granbury, 
Georgia;  A.  E.  Booth.  Illinois;  B.  D.  (law.  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia;  W.  J.  K.  Cox,  Arkansas.  Of¬ 
ficers  of  the  convention,  ex  officio  members  of 
the  board,  who  were  present,  were  B.  C.  Hen- 
ing  and  J.  I).  Mell,  vice-presidents  of  the  con¬ 
vention,  and  O.  F.  Gregory  and  H.  C.  Mooro. 
secretaries  of  the  convention. 

The  sessions  were  all  spirited  and  useful  and 
many  of  the  most  important  problems  connected 
with  the  work  of  the  board  were  under  consid¬ 
eration.  In  this  account  prepared  for  the  public, 
no  attempt  will  be  made  to  follow  the  routine 
We  shall  simply  endeavor  to  furnish  the  most 
Important  Items  of  business  transacted.  The 
following  were  elected  as  officers  of  the  board: 
William  Kllyson,  president;  I-  T.  Wilson,  vice- 
president;  W.  A.  Harris,  recording  secretary; 
R.  R.  Gwathiney,  treasurer;  J.  I>.  Crump,  audi¬ 
tor. 

It  was  unanimously  voted  to  authorize  and 
empower  the  officers  of  the  board  to  secure  a 
change  in  the  charter  to  the  effect  that  the  ag 
gregate  values  of  property  held  at  any  one  time 
by  the  board  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $5,- 
000,000.  The  present  limitation  is  $1,000,000. 

The  enterprise  of  raising  $1X0,000  for  the 
discharge  of  the  Indebtedness  reported  at  the 
late  meeting  of  the  convention  received  a  great 
deal  of  attention.  Secretary  Hove  gave  a  full 
and  encouraging  report  of  the  progress  of  the 
work. 

A  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  B. 
C.  llening,  J.  W.  Porter  and  J.  J.  Wicker,  to 
send  out  an  appeal  to  the  various  Baptist  pa¬ 
pers  of  the  South  to  put  before  their  people  the 
importance  of  the  movement  to  raise  the  debt. 
(This  has  already  appeared  in  Southern  pa¬ 
pers.  ) 

It  was  also  resolved  that  "each  member  of  this 
board  do  everything  in  his  power  to  bring  the 
debt-raising  enterprise  to  the  attention  of  the 
l>eople  of  his  state,  using  the  state  papers  and 
other  agencies." 

In  the  matter  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Magazine,  a  committee  of  two  was  or¬ 
dered  to  be  appointed  to  represent  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  in  the  transfer  of  the  Journal 
to  the  Sunday  School  Board. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted:  "In 
order  that  there  may  be  no  confusion  or  misun¬ 
derstanding  concerning  the  work  and  expend! 
tures  of  this  board,  we  hereby  appoint  a  com 
mittee  of  seven  to  prepare  a  clear  and  compre¬ 
hensive  statement  of  the  work  and  expenses  of 
the  board  and  autnorlze  the  secretary  to  circu¬ 
late  such  statement  as  widely  as  possible."  The 
committee  appointed  under  this  resolution  con¬ 
sists  of  George  Hyman,  Florida;  Joshua  lever¬ 
ing.  Maryland;  John  I>.  Mell,  Georgia:  R.  H. 
Pitt,  Virginia:  W.  J.  E.  Cox.  Arkansas;  H  C. 
Granborry,  Georgia,  and  R.  K.  Gaines.  Virginia. 

The  reorganization  of  the  secretarial  force 
of  the  board,  made  necessary  by  the  expressed 
wish  of  the  convention  that  the  field  secretary¬ 
ships  should  be  abolished  and  that  the  <  ffice 
secretaries  (Including  the  corresponding  se<  re 
tary i  should  be  two  in  number,  gave  the  board 
great  concern.  Dr,  William  H.  Smith,  who  for 
more  than  ten  years  has  been  a  faithful  and  in¬ 
valuable  secretary  of  the  board,  offered  his  res¬ 
ignation  early  in  the  sessions.  A  committee 
with  Rev.  J.  L.  Gross  as  chairman  and  the  fol¬ 
lowing  members,  I.  P.  Trotter,  B.  M.  Gwath- 
mey,  R.  B.  Garrett,  W.  F.  Powell,  all  of  them 
state  members  except  B.  M.  Hwathmey.  was  ap¬ 


pointed  to  nominate  a  secretary.  The  commit¬ 
tee  presented  the  following  report: 

"Your  committee  on  nominating  a  secretary 
begs  to  report: 

"1.  That  the  services  of  Secretary  T.  U  Ray 
in  gathering  information  in  an  orderly  way  and 
systematizing  the  work  being  done  on  the  for¬ 
eign  field,  in  conducting  the  Judson  Centennial 
Movement  to  completion,  aud  his  work  in  the 
educational  department,  have  been  very  valua¬ 
ble,  and  we  recognize  In  him  a  man  w  hoso  ser¬ 
vices  could  not  be  dispensed  with  without  se¬ 
rious  loss  to  the  work  of  the  board. 

"2.  We  have  had  a  full  and  frank  talk  with 
Secretary  Ray  touching  his  position  on  federa¬ 
tion  and  union  with  other  denominations  in  the 
work  on  the  field,  and  find  him  to  be  in  com¬ 
plete  harmony  with  the  expressed  will  of  the 
convention,  utterly  opposing  any  entangling  al¬ 
liances  that  would  hinder  us  from  preaching 
the  whole  gospel  to  the  whole  world  or  place  us 
in  position  to  desert  any  of  our  people. 

"Therefore,  we  recommend  the  election  of  Dr. 
T.  B.  Ray  as  secretary  to  have  charge  of  such 
work  and  till  such  function  as  shall  be  suggest¬ 
ed  by  the  correeponding  secretary,  who  has  been 
designated  by  the  convention  to  administer  and 
carry  out  the  policies  of  the  board  both  at  home 
and  abroad.” 

The  following  resolution  In  connection  with 
the  proposed  retirement  of  l>r.  William  11.  Smith 
wus  reported  by  Brethren  R.  E.  Gaines  and  A. 
E.  Booth,  committee,  and  unanimously  adopted: 

"Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the 
resignation  of  Dr.  W.  H.  Smith  as  a  secretary  of 
this  board,  beg  leave  to  report: 

"1.  That  the  present  demands  upon  the 
board's  work  are  such  as  to  make  it  practbally 
Impossible  for  Dr.  Smith  to  retire  abruptly  from 
its  service  without  imperiling  Interests  which 
are  vital  to  both  the  present  and  future  welfare 
of  our  missionary  enterprise. 

"2.  That  we  suggest  that  a  committee  of 
three  be  appointed  to  prepare  and  submit  to  a 
future  meeting  of  this  board  a  suitable  expres¬ 
sion  oT  our  appreciation  of  Dr.  Smith's  long  and 
exceedingly  valuable  service.” 

It  was  determined  that  the  salaries  of  the  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  board  be  continued  as  at  present 
It  was  also  decided  that  the  "field  secretaries 
be  informed  that  their  services  are  continued 
with  this  board  at  the  same  salaries  until  Oc¬ 
tober  1.  1916,  if  they  cau  serve  to  .that  date." 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  \\ .  1’orter.  it  was  re¬ 
solved,  "That  the  Foreign  Mission  Beard  refer 
to  the  several  state  boards  the  following  para¬ 
graph  found  in  the  'Report  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board:’ 

"  Attention  is  called  to  the  large  and  dls 
proportionate  state  expenses  upon  the  Foreign 
Mission  Beard,  and  we  suggest  that  this  be 
remedied. 

"  That  this  board  notes  with  gratitude  the 
fact  that  it  has  lieen  the  custom  of  several 
states  to  make  no  charge  and  that  one  other 
baa -recently  relieved  this  board  of  all  state  ex 
penses  in  collecting  funds  for  foreign  mis¬ 
sions.'  " 

The  following  was  also  adopted:  “In  the  in¬ 
terest  of  our  great  work  aud  that  our  people 
may  be  fully  and  accurately  Informed,  this 
board  hereby  earnestly  requests  the  committee 
on  revised  constitution,  appointed  at  tile  recent 
convention,  to  visit  the  offices  of  the  board  at 
the  earliest  practicable  day  that  the  whole  mat 
ter  of  the  expenditure  of  the  board  may  be  thor¬ 
oughly  examined  into.” 

The  board  decided  to  hold  another  general 
meeting  on  October  4th  aicd  <th  \t  that  time 
appropriations  are  made  by  the  board  for  the 
foreign  field  for  the  calendar  year  next  ensuing 
and  it  was  desired  on  all  hands  that  these  ap¬ 
propriations  should  pass  under  the  eye  of  the 
full  board  for  their  careful  Inspection. 

Ccmmlttees  were  appointed  to  prepare  suit¬ 
able  (capers  appreciative  of  the  long  and  faith¬ 
ful  service  of  Dr.  Smith  and  of  the  field  sec  re¬ 
taries.  >

troduced  in  the  same  words,  “By  faith 
Now,  this  will  explain  all  that,  is  seen  in 
them  and  will  produce  the  type  that  is  here 
seen  in  the  catalogue  of  worthies.  W  bat  is 
the  type  that  is  produced  by  faith f  May 
we  not  say  that,  speaking  broadly,  it  is  that 
of  quiet  strength.  It  is  not  altogether  un 
like  the  popular  hero  of  the  magazines  and 
the  athletic  field,  only  it  is  better.  There  is 
less  of  the  self-conscious,  self-assertive  air, 
iudeed  in  an  offensive  way  it  is  not  seen  at 
all ;  but  there  is  an  assured  bearing  of  con¬ 
scious  strength  that  waits,  endures,  sutlers 
triumphs  or  knows  that  the  end  will  he  tri 
umphant.  i 

This  common  quality  is  not  produced  by 
outward  circumstances,  for  they  were  in  no 
two  cases  alike,  except  that  all  contained 
hardships  which  tested  the  strength  and  de¬ 
veloped  the  patience  of  each  of  Hod  s  ser¬ 
vants.  On  the  other  hand,  the  outward  con¬ 
ditions  of  each  was  the  same  in  large  meas¬ 
ure  as  of  his  immediate  associates  and  eon- 
tcmporaric8  who  never  developed  strength, 
nor  were  enrolled  among  the  worthy.  The 
only  key  to  their  character  is  faith.  This 
made  the  difference  between  Abel  and  (tain, 
between  Noah  and  hi-  wicked  assoc  iates,  lie 
tween  Jacob  and  Ksau  in  the  same  tent,  be¬ 
tween  Moses  mid  bis  school  fellows,  be¬ 
tween  David  and  the  other  sons  of  Jesse. 

This  factor  that  makes  men  different  is 
worth  a  closer  study.  What  is  it  that  de¬ 
velops  the  lines  of  strength  in  a  man’s  face, 
that  puts  elasticity  in  his  step,  that  makes 
his  standing  upright  and  gives  the  swing  of 
conquest  to  his  walk  that  makes  the  moral, 
spiritual  and  intellectual  atliletef  What  is 
this  “faith?’’  It  is  not  simply  the  truth  that 
we  are  taught,  for  brothers  in  the  same 
family  have  been  taught  the  same  thing  and 
have  come  out  at  the  opposite  poles  of  char¬ 
acter.  It  is  not  what  we  are  taught,  but 
what  we  take  in;  rather  it  is  the  act  of  tak¬ 
ing  it  in,  qr  tb  •  attitude  toward  the  truth 
that  admits  it  into  dominant  place  in  the 
life  and  makes  the  future  rather  than  the 
present,  the  invisible  anil  spiritual  rather 
than  the  material  and  palpuhle,  the  con¬ 
trolling  force  in  the  life.  In  the  words  of 
the  Guide,  who  conducts  us  through  this 
picture  gallery,  “Faith  is  assurance  of 
things  hoped  for,  u  conviction  of  things  not 
seen.”  It  was  this  realizing  of  Hod  that 
enabled  Abel  to  oiler  a  more  excellent  sac¬ 
rifice,  than  fain.  It  was  this  literal  accep¬ 
tance  of  the  word  and  purpose  of  Hod  to  de¬ 
stroy  the  world  that  distinguished  from  his 
generation.  It  was  the  acceptance  of  the 
laet  that  Hod  had  a  plan  and  a  purpose  for 
his  life  that  made  Abraham  the  pioneer  in 
the  land  of  promise  and  father  of  believers. 
It  was  the  assured  conviction  that  Jehovah 
was  the  true  Hod  and  that  He  had  spoken  in 
the  past,  was  working  in  the  present  and 
would  determine  their  future,  which  led 
Moses  to  break  with  his  visible  environment 
and  follow  the  gleam  within.  By  faith 
Moses  refused  to  he  called  the  son  of  1’lia- 
rnah’s  daughter,  choosing  to  suffer  afflic¬ 
tion  with  the  people  of  Hod  than  to  enjoy 
the  pleasures  of  sin  for  a  season,  lie  grew 
in  strength  until  “By  faitli  lie  forsook 
Kgypt,  not  fearing  the  wrath  of  the  king" 
as  lie  led  the  hosts  out  of  bondage.  The  lines 


When  your  religion  is  working  smoothly 
you  will  have  great  freedom  in  prayer  great 
assurance  in  coining  to  God,  great  boldness 
in  making  requests.  Confidence  in  coming 
to  Him  in  prayer  grows  immediately  out  of 
the  assurance  of  our  sonship.  Faith  is  easy 
and  natural  and  inevitable  to  a  child  on 
good  terms  with  his  parents.  But  with  the 
average  Christian  is  not  this  condition  the 
exception  rather  than  the  rule  in  his  exper¬ 
ience.'  This  is  spoken  not  to  make  anybody 
content,  hut  to  shame  every  one  of  us  out 
of  it.  That  there  is  so  much  of  unanswered 
prayer,  so  little  of  real  touch  with  God  in 
prayer,  so  nearly  universal  a  lifeless  for 
nullity  in  prayer,  is  enough  to  shock  us  out 
of  our  sinful  failure  and  listless  lack  of  ex¬ 
pectancy  in  praying.  We  ask  for  nothing 
in  particular  and  are  sure  to  get  it;  or  if 
we  make  definite  requests,  it  is  without  clear 
assurance  that  the  answer  is  coming. 

Is  it  not  time  to  ask  in  all  seriousness, 
What  is  the  matter  with  our  praying? 
Heaven  and  earth  are  moved  by  prayer 
when  it  is  real,  hut  not  a  leaf  is  moved  by 
it  when  it  has  not  in  it  the  breath  of  God. 
The  hosts  of  God  can  go  forth  to  battle 
when  there  is  the  sound  of  going  in  the  tops 
of  the  mulberry  trees,  but  without  this  all 
our  equipment  and  drill  and  assaults  are 
foredoomed  to  failure.  There  can  hardly 
be  a  doubt  today  that  our  results  are  not 
proportioned  to  physical  expenditures,  and 
that  the  comparative  failures  are  due  more 
than  anything  else  to  nnr  failures  in  pray¬ 
ing.  It  is  the  experience  of  some,  at  least, 
that  the  most  difficult  thing  to  get  people 
to  do  is  to  pray.  They  will  og  to  church, 
pay  the  preacher,  even  study  a  Sunday 
School  lesson,  hut  it  is  hardest  of  all  to  get 
them  to  pray.  Ask  the  average  congrega¬ 
tion  if  they  prayed  for  the  blessing  and 
power  of  God  before  they  came  together — 
try  it.  and  you  will  find  that  there  is  the 
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smallest  number  who  have  prayed.  It  is 
oven  easier  to  preach  on  prayer  than  it  is 
to  prav.  Ask  the  average  congregation  to 
pledge  themselves  to  pray,  before  coming 
together,  for  the  power  of  the  Spirit  upon 
the  meeting  and  see  how  small  a  propor¬ 
tion  will  promise  to  do  it.  Ask  them  again 
when  they  come  back  next  time  how  many 
of  them  did  it,  and  you  will  find  that  some 
of  them  forgot  it. 

Why  all  this  difficulty  and  indifference? 
Is  it  not  because  they  find  no  real  value  in 
prayer,  no  pleasure  or  response  in  it.  no 
touch  with  God  or  answer  from  Him!  They 
have  no  assurance,  no  confidence,  no  real 
faith.  Why  is  it  so  hard  to  get  people  to 
pray  T  Why  is  it  so  hard  for  us  to  really 
pray?  It  would  be  presuming  too  much  to 
answer  this  except  out  of  the  words  of  the 
| look  itself.  According  to  its  testimony, 
boldness  toward  God  in  prayer  is  based  upon 
our  own  assurance  of  acceptance  with  Him. 
John  says  in  his  first  epistle  (5:13-15), 
“These  things  have  I  written  unto  you  that 
ye  may  know  that  ye  have  eternal  life,  even 
unto  you  that  believe  on  the  name  of  the  Son 
of  God.  And  this  is  the  boldness  which  we 
have  toward  Him,  that,  if  we  ask  anything 
according  to  llis  will.  lie  heareth  us;  and  it 
we  know  that  He  heareth  us  whatsoever  we 
ask,  we  know  that  we  have  the  petitions 
which  we  have  asked  of  Him  We  are  not 
on  praying  ground  as  long  as  we  are  uncer¬ 
tain  as  to  our  standing  with  Hod.  for  pres¬ 
ent  purjMiscs  of  usefulness  a  present  exper¬ 
ience  of  The  love  of  Hod  is  a  necessity.  A 
past  experience,  no  more  than  “past  bless¬ 
ings,”  will  not  suffice  for  present  use.  A 
living  faith  in  a  living  God  will  alone  make 
a  live  Christian  and  a  live  church.  It  was 
only  when  Paul  could  speak  of  an  assured 
conviction  of  his  own  present  and  eternal 
security  (Rom.  8:38-39),  a  consciousness  of 
the  love  of  Christ  from  which  nothing  could 
separate  him,  that  he  could  tell  of  his  heart’s 
desire  and  prayer  to  Hod  for  Israel  i  Rom. 
9:1).  There  will  be  no  heart’s  desire  and 
no  real  praying  that  is  not  preceded  and  ae 
companied  by  a  personal  assurance  of  in¬ 
dissoluble  fellowship  with  Christ.  When 
there  is  lack  of  desire  and  laxity  in  praying 
it  is  evidence  that  there  is  no  present  realiza 
tion  of  personal  acceptance  with  God. 

,  But  what  is  it  that  prevents  this  assured 
fellowship?  There  is  but  one  answer.  You 
may  find  it  in  many  places  in  the  Hook.  This 
same  epistle  of  John  from  which  quotation 
has  already  been  made  tells  us  plainly.  “  Be¬ 
loved.  if  our  heart  condemn  us  not,  we  have 
boldness  toward  Hod;  and  whatsoever  we 
ask  we  receive  of  Him  because  we  keep  His 
commandments  and  do  the  things  that  are 
pleasing  in  His  sight.”  We  that  are  having 
trouble  about  our  praying,  about  lack  of 
desire  in  prayer  and  failure  in  prayer  to  se¬ 
cure  what  we  ask  will  have  to  go  back  to 
the  root  of  the  trouble  and  find.it  in  dis¬ 
obedience  to  the  commandments  of  God. 
Preachers  and  people  will  have  to  return  to 
the  first  principles  of  repentance  toward 
God.  We  will  have  to  “repent  and  do  the 
first  works.”  Sin  cannot  be  covered  or  ig¬ 
nored.  The  grace  of  Christ  does  not  permit 
us  to  continue  in  sin.  lie  that  hideth  his 
sin  shall  not  prosper.  They  may  be  hidden 
from  the  eyes  of  the  world  but  “Thou  God 
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seest  me.”  In  all  honesty  and  sincerity  we 
will  have  to  pray,  “Search  me,  O  Lord.  and 
know  my  heart;  try  me  and  know  my 
thoughts  and  see  if  there  is  any  evil  way  in 
me  and  lead  me  in  the  way  everlasting.' 
They  that  bear  the  vessels  of  the  Hord  must 
have  clean  hands  If  I  regard  iniquity  in 
my  heart,  the  Ixird  will  not  hear.  On  the 
other  hand,  “If  ye  abide  in  me  and  my 
words  abide  in  you.  ye  shall  ask  what  yo 
wish  and  it  shall.” 

This  obedience  includes  not  only  the  ah 
staining  from  sins  of  commission,  but  re¬ 
quires  the  active  carrying  out  of  His  com 
mauds.  To  return  to  the  first  epistle  of 
John,  “Hut  whoso  hath  this  world’s  goods 
ami  beholdeth  his  brother  in  need,  and  shut 
tetli  up  his  compassion  from  him.  how  doth 
the  love  of  God  abide  in  him/  lstve  not  in 
word,  neither  with  the  tongue,  but  in  deed 
and  in  truth.  Hereby  shall  we  know  that 
we  nre  of  the  truth  and  shall  assure  our 
hearts  before  him.  Beloved,  if  our  hearts 
condemn  ns  not,  we  have  boldness  toward 
God,  and  whatsoever  we  ask  we  receive  of 
Him,  because  we  keep  His  commandments 
and  do  the  things  that  are  pleasing  in  llis 
sight.”  The  failure  or  neglect  or  refusal 
to  carry  out  the  command  of  Jesus  in  lovo 
destroys  confidence  and  power  in  prayer. 
To  live  in  neglect  of  them  is  to  live  in  weak 
ness  and  labor  in  vain.  Grace  covers  Bin 
but  it  does  not  favor  its  continuance.  It 
must  conquer  it  and  put  it  out  of  business 
in  our  lives  or  sin  will  make  ineffective  all 
<  ur  labor  and  nullify  all  our  petitions.  The 
icvival  that  is  in  most  need  is  a  revival  of 
holy  living  and  righteous  conduct.  Then 
whatsoever  we  ask  we  receive  of  Him  be¬ 
cause  we  keep  His  commandments. 

A  PROPER  CHURCH  PRIDE. 

To  be  sure,  it  can  be  carried  to  an  im¬ 
proper  extreme.  There  have  . .  cases 

where  the  interest  of  the  membership  was 
absorbed  and  expended  in  preserving  a  good 
outward  appearance  before  the  world  It 
may  have  been  in  the  attainment  and  main¬ 
tenance  of  a  good  church  building,  ill  boost¬ 
ing  the  largest  congregation  in  town,  the 
best  choir,  the  most  eloquent  preacher,  in 
paying  the  largest  salary  or  getting  togeth¬ 
er  the  largest  contributions.  All  this  may 
be  simply  a  “desire  to  make  a  fair  show  in 
the  flesh  ”  which  should  certainly  give  way 
to  the  great  purpose  to  glory  in  nothing 
“save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
through  which  the  world  linth  been  erueified 
to  us  and  we  unto  the  world.” 

Hut  there  is  a  sin  on  the  other  hand  of 
failure  to  have  a  projirr  church  pride.  When 
there  is  n  slovenly,  unkempt  appearance  to 
the  church  house,  there  is  a  sinful  lack  of 
interest  in  the  things  of  the  kingdom  There 
is  nothing  that  betrays  inferiority  in  a  worn 
an  and  in  a  whole  family  than  to  find  the 
house  in  habitual  disorder,  the  floors  dirty 
and  clothes  and  lumber  scattered  here  and 
there  about  the  room  So,  if  you  go  t<1  a 
church  and  find  the  floor  dirty,  the  benches 
in  disorder,  window  panes  out,  the  roof 
leaking,  the  yard  in  disorder  like  a  stock 
pen  ;  either  the  members  are  a  set  of  scrubs 
or  they  have  never  wakened  to  the  worth  of 
God’s  house  and  the  value  of  order  and 


cleanliness  therein.  God  will  not  live  in  a 
house  that  is  not  decently  kept,  and  it  is  a 
dishonor  to  Him  and  an  offense  to  Him  to 
ask  that  lie  come  to  meet  us  in  a  slovenly 
and  ill-kept  place  of  worship.  If  we  cannot 
build  an  expensive  place  of  worship,  we  can 
at  least  have  one  that  is  clean  and  tidy. 
Many  people  go  to  worship  in  a  house  that 
lliev*  would  not  live  in  at  all  and  yet  they 
expect  God  to  be  satisfied  with  it  and  meet 
them  there  and  pour  out  His  Spirit  upon 
them.  David  was  not  satisfied  to  dwell  in 
a  house  of  cedar  while  Jehovah  lived  in  a 
tent,  and  the  ls>rd  approved  bis  purpose 
and  blessed  him  through  all  generations  for 
it.  Thou  hast  done  well  that  it  was  in  thine 
h,  art  to  huild  a  house  unto  the  Lord. 

Hut  a  proper  church  pride  should  not  !•< 
shown  only  or  chiefly  by  the  quality  of 
house  we  worship  in.  This  may  even  be 
mixed  with  h  personal  pride  that  seeks  its 
own  comfort  or  gb.rv.  A  better  exhibition 
of  it  is  in  the  holy  rivalry  to  equal  ojhere  or 
be  an  example  to  others  in  benevolence  It 
is  to  this  spirit  Haul  appeals  when  he  ap¬ 
peals  to  the  finer  spirit  of  the  Corinthians 
(second  epistle,  ninth  chapter  He  is  cure 
lul  not  to  belabor  them,  or  drag  them  into 
giving,  not  even  to  use  his  |»ersonal  influ 
cnee  over  them  or  his  authority  as  an  apos 
tie.  No,  it  is  done  with  masterly  delicacy; 
“As  touching  the  ministering  to  the  saints 
it  is  superfluous  for  ine  to  write  to  you 
This  gives  their  better  nature  the  oppor 
t unity  to  assert  itself  Tft  be  forced  to  do  a 
good  thing  is  not  to  do  it  in  on<-  s  own  per 
son,  and  to  destroy  the  finer  self  in  the  do 
ing  of  it.  to  destroy  the  very  spirit  of  be¬ 
nevolence  in  the  act  of  giving.  It  must  tie 
their  own  act:  “Not  grudgingly,  or  of  lie. 
i  essity.  ls-t  each  man  do  according  ns  he 
hath  purposed  in  his  heart.  T  his  refers 
not  to  the  amount  to  be  given,  hut  to  the 
spirit  and  motive  of  giving,  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  done. 

Paul  appeals  to  their  church  pride  and 
puts  them  on  notice  to  do  their  best  not  only 
by  the  confidence  which  he  expresses  in 
them,  but  by  hamng  told  other  churches 
bow  sure  he  felt  nliout  tin-  saints  Ht  Corinth 
He  bad  given  as  it  were  public  pledge  of 
their  generosity.  He  said  not  only  ‘  I  know 
your  readiness.”  but  he  had  gloried  on  their 
behalf  to  them  of  Macedonia.  This  would 
surely  put  them  on  their  mettle  And  he 
is  telling  them  of  it  now  that  they  inay  not 
disappoint  him:  “Lest  by  any  means,  if 
there  come  with  me  any  of  Macedonia,  and 
find  you  unprepared,  we  (that  we  ssv  not 
ye  should  be  put  to  shame  in  this  eon 
fidenee.”  He  believed  in  them  and  he  did 
not  hesitate  to  tell  them  so.  H«  gloried  in 
them  and  lie  bad  publicly  spoken  in  oilier 
churches  of  his  confidence  in  them.  This 
surely  will  provoke  them  to  their  best  on 
deavor  for  the  name  of  the  church  is  mvolv 
•  d  in  what  they  do. 

If  Christ  loved  the  church  and  gave  Him 
self  for  it.  surely  we’  should  cherish  its 
honor  and  seek  to  uphold  its  good  name  l»y 
making  it  an  example  of  good  works  If 
men  have  pride  in  their  lodges  and  tell  of 
what  they  do  shall  not  we  glory  in  th* 
honor  of  the  church  and  seek  to  make  it  in 
e\ erv  way  worthy  of  the  Lord  and  esteemed 
in  the  eves  of  men 
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The  soldier  of  gw  l'm»  should  not  he  a 
i  i  "ss  soldier.  .  ,

Associational  Meetings. 

In  a  short  time  the  district  associations 
will  begin  meeting.  Tlic  first  one  meets  on 
August  29th.  i tut  it  is  not  too  early  for  us 
to  begin  to  give  serious  thought  to  ways  and 
moans  by  which  these  meetings,  reaching 
everv  nook  and  corner  of  the  State,  may  be 
used  to  the  best  advantage.  In  our  deuom- 
i nnt in i  <i I  1  ifv  there  is  no  organization  that 
'conns  so  close  to  the  churches  as  the  district 
association,  and  yet  we  have  no  organization 
that  has  made  as  little  elfort  to  meet  the 

•  hanged  ami  changing  conditions  thrust 
upon  us  by  a  growing  and  advancing  civili¬ 
zation  as  has  the  district  association. 

I  remember  distinctly  the  first  association 
[  ever  attended.  The  program  of  that  as- 
-nciation  was  practically  the  program  of  the 
associations  of  Mississippi  today.  Hut  that 
meeting  was  twenty  years  ago  We  should 
viva  serious  thought  to  the  problem  of  ef- 
I  ■  ieney  in  the  district  association,  for  the 
reason  that  all  of  our  denominational  life 
roots  itself  through  the  district  associations 
into  the  churches  or  should  do  so. 

There  are  two  or  three  things  that  we 
ought  to  try  to  do  this  year; 

1.  We  ought  to  try  to  get  a  representa¬ 
tion  from  even  church,  and  this  renresonta- 
t ion  should  be  as  widely  distributed  among 
the  membership  of  the  church  ns  possible. 
For  instance,  in  many  of  our  ehurehes  the 
same  brethren  nr  more  often  the  same  bro¬ 
ther.  lias  beiiii  representing  the  church  in  the 
association  for  time  immemorial.  Now  this 


brother  ought  to  go  by  all  means  lieeau.se 
he  is  acquainted  with  the  work  of  the  as¬ 
sociation.  but  there  ought  to  he  added  three 
or  four  others,  and  these  should  he  selected 
from  the  membership  of  the  church  hereto¬ 
fore  untouched  by  the  association  life.  The 
younger  members  of  the  church  ought  to  be 
trained  by  being  placed  in  responsible  po¬ 
sitions  and  by  being  sent  to  denominational 
meetings.  It  should  be  impressed  upon  every 
member  of  the  church,  that  if  he  is  elected 
by  his  church  to  represent  that  church  at  an 
association  the  election  should  be  held  as  a 
sacred  thing,  for  it  is  an  honor  to  represent 
the  church. 

2.  In  addition  to  a  full  representation 
from  every  church,  there  should  be  a  full 
report  from  the  church.  We  are  going  to 
prepare  associational  letters  for  the  churches 
in  which  there  will  lie  given  space  for  a  full 
and  complete  report  of  all  the  work  done. 
The  treasurer  of  the  church  assisted  by  the 
pastor  and  other  members,  should  see  to  it 
that  every  item  of  work  has  been  fully  re¬ 
ported  :  that  all  the  money  contributed  has 
been  properly  entered,  and  that  the  church 
letter  gives  a  full  resume,  so  far  as  figures 
can  show  it,  of  the  activities  of  the  church 
during  the  year.  This  is  very  important. 

.‘1.  There  should  also  he  included  a  state¬ 
ment  from  the  church  as  to  the  amounts  1 
t  hut  the  church  will  endeavor  to  raise  for 
the  various  objects  during  the  coming  year. 

In  onr  church  letter  this  year,  we  are  going 
to  have  blank  spaces  in  which  each  church 
may  indicate  what  it  is  willing  to  try  to  raise 
(hiring  the  next  associational  year  for  mis¬ 
sions  and  benevolences.  If  the  ehurehes  will 
conscientiously  fill  out  this  blank  they  will 
thereby  dispense  with  the  necessity  of  an 
apportionment  committee  at  the  association. 
Then  the  suggestion  for  the  church’s  con¬ 
tributions  will  originate  with  the  church — 
where  it  ought— and  not  with  the  associa¬ 
tion  or  the  State  Convention.  Churches 
filling  out  this  blank  should  endeavor  to 
make  at  least  a  ten  per  cent  increase,  surely 
not  less  than  a  five  per  cent  increase  over  the 
previous  year's  gifts.  This  will  insure  a 
I  ealtliy  growth  in  Mississippi. 

4  After  the  association  has  bean  organ¬ 
ized  for  work  and  worship,  special  attention 
should  he  given  to  kingdom  interests,  ra¬ 
diating  from  the  association.  There  should 
l.e  a  digest  of  the  letters  prepared.  Special 
blanks  will  be  furnished  from  this  office  for 
that  purpose.  Conditions  and  needs  of  the 
■  Intrches  should  he  looked  after.  Special 
mission  fields  where  work  ought  to  be  open¬ 
ed  up.  should  he  discussed  and  pointed  out. 
School  houses,  where  special  meetings  ought 
tn  be  held,  should  be  located  and  volunteer 
pastors  secured  for  the  service  of  holding 
these  meetings,  if  these  cannot  be  secured, 
then  the  matter  should  be  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Convention  Hoard  that  it 
may  assist  in  doing  nil  the  necessary  work- 
in  the  association.  Mot.  only  so,  but  the 
uucstion  of  assistance  from  the  Convention 
Hoard  in  helping  to  pay  the  salary  of  pas¬ 
tors  and  in  building  churches  within  the 
bounds  of  the  association,  should  be  discus¬ 
sed  and  the  places  needing  assistance  should 
be  looked  into  and  recommendation  made  to 
the  Convention  Hoard.  If  we  make  Missis¬ 
sippi  a  Baptist  empire,  all  of  the  forces  in 
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the  State  must  eo-operate  to  that  end  One 
of  our  greatest  forces  is  the  district  associa¬ 
tion.  and,  hence,  it  should  (five  itself  serious 
Iv  to  the  task  of  looking  into  its  own  needs 
and  making  those  needs  known  to  the  bro¬ 
therhood  in  order  that  the  denomination 
may  come  to  its  assistance, 
fwledlu  shrdlu  crafwvp  vbgkqj  xzfiflff..  x/ 

5.  Concurrent  with  the  local  interests 
should,  of  course,  go  side  by  side  with  the 
larger  interests  of  the  denomination  Every 
association  is  interested  in  the  work  of  the 
denomination— State,  home  and  foreign  mis 
sinus,  ’orphanage,  hospitals,  education  -these 
should  all  receive  a  proper  representation, 
hut  in  no  instance  should  these  interests  be 
allowed  to  absorb  the  whole  time  of  the  as 
soeiation  so  as  to  prevent  a  full  and  tree 
discussion  of  the  interests  within  its  own 
bounds, 

(!.  After  the  meeting  is  over,  the  clerk 
should  be  given  instructions  to  prepare  tic 
minutes  and  have  them  printed  immediately. 
Practically  all  the  benefit  of  the  printed  min 
utes  of  our  district  associations  is  lost  be 
cause  of  delay  in  getting  the  minutes  into 
the  hands  of  the  brotherhood.  If  the  min¬ 
utes  could  lie  printed  in  two  weeks  after  the 
association  meets  and  could  be  forwarded 
immediately  to  the  churches  and  distributed 
while  the  memory  of  the  meeting  is  fresh  in 
the  minds  of  the  people,  those  who  did  not 
attend  would  read  then  and  receive  benefit 
from  them.  As  it  is  the  minutes  come  in  two 
or  three  months  after  the  meeting  is  over  and 
no  one  is  interested  in  the  minutes  then  and 
no  one  reads  them  except  a  few  who  are  in¬ 
terested  in  the  figures. 

7.  In  ortfer  to  facilitate  the  printing  of 
the  minutes,  it  would  be  well  to  impress 
upon  every  one  who  writes  a  report  that 
we  are  not  to  lie  heard  for  our  much  shak¬ 
ing  and  that  what  is  wanted  in  a  report  is 
not  an  essay  on  the  subject  in  question,  nor 
a  speech,  nor  a  sermon,  but  a  brief,  clear 
statement  of  the  salient  facts  concerning 
that  particular  matter.  These  tacts  should 
lx*  gathered  with  a  view  to  the  particular 
association,  and  hence  the  reports  should 
root  themselves  in  the  activities  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  and  should  deal  largely  with  the 
conditions  which  maintain  in  the  associa¬ 
tion.  If  our  minutes  were  half  the  size  they 
are  now,  they  would  lie  more  effective,  I  am 
sure. 

S.  When  it  comes  to  printing  the  minutes, 
the  clerk  should  see  to  it  that  the  pa£e  is 
the  standard  size  for  pamphlets.  We  gather 
together  these  minutes  in  our  office  and 
bind  them  in  a  book  for  future  reference 
Most  h  1 1  of  the  minutes  are  printed  stand 
ard  size,  but  some  of  them  nre  undersized 
and  the  result  is  the  book  we  bind  is  a  rag 
ged  specimen. 

We  would  be  glad  to  assist  clerks  in  any 
way  we  can.  We  will,  therefore,  have  blanks 
for  all  the  tabulated  reports  and  will  send 
these  to  the  clerks.  We  will  furnish  them 
specimen  pages  the  right  size,  and  in  every 
way  possible  eo-operate  with  them.

AN  APPRECIATION  OF  THE  WORK  OF 
DR.  WILLIAM  H  SMITH 

Dr.  William  II  Smith  came  into  the  ser 
vice  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  "ii  .January 
22.  1906.  The  board  called  him  from  Colum¬ 
bus.  (Ja  ,  where  lie  had  been  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  church  for  over  twelve  years 

Oil  the  first  of  September.  1W7  Dr.  \i  il 
linghain  left  for  bis  trip  to  the  lar  Fast  and 
bis  tour  of  the  missionary  field.  lie  was  ah 
sent  for  seven  months  and  during  this  |>c 
riod  |)r.  Smith  was  the  acting  corresponding 
secretary,  with  the  duties  of  that  position 
added  to  his  own  regular  work. 

During  bis  more  than  ten  years  of  official 
relations  with  the  board.  Dr  Smith  lias  had 
special  charge  of  the  Foreign  Mission  .lour 
mil  and  the  literary  output  of  the  board. 
The  duties  connected  with  this  special  work, 
though  important,  have  represented  in  reali- 
t\  only  a  minor  part  of  his  activities.  He 
has  always  shared  largely  in  the  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  duties  connected  with  the  gen 
oral  work  of  the  board  and  lias  been  partieu 
larly  active  in  the  conduct  of  its  correspon¬ 
dence  and  in  the  management  of  the  home 
office.  No  minute  for  our  records,  intended 
to  express  the  value  and  efficiency  of  his 
multiplied  and  varied  service,  would  be 
complete  without  special  mention  of  the  part 
lie  took  in  leading  and  managing  the  affairs 
of  the  board  in  that  trying  period  when  the 
beloved  Willingham  was  ill  in  the  months 
I  receding  his  death.  In  the  autumn  of  191  f>, 
v  hen  our  great  secretary.  Dr  Willingham, 
was  sorely  strieken.  the  hoard  laid  on  Dr 
Smith  the  burden  of  planning  the  foreign 
mission  campaign  on  the  home  field  for  that 
vear.  This  task,  always  difficult,  was  peeiil 
iarl.v  so  at  this  time.  It  was  a  trying  ex¬ 
perience  for  the  board  to  lose  at  one  swift 
and  sudden  stroke  the  enthusiastic,  saga¬ 
cious.  resourceful  and  indomitable  leader¬ 
ship  of  tin-  man  who  bad  become  to  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  the  incarnation  of  the  cause  be 
represented.  In  addition  to  this  the  Judson 
Centennial  enterprise  was  in  its  second  year 
and  was  being  pressed  vigorously  with  a 
full  force  of  representatives  on  the  field. 

Let  it  be  recorded  to  the  honor  and  credit 
of  our  beloved  Secretary  Smith  that  with 
undaunted  spirit  and  with  uncommon  wis 
limn  and  enterprise,  he  addressed  himself  tp 
this  serious  task.  Without  neglecting  bis 
ordinary  duties,  lie  so  worked  to  organize 
thoroughly  the  friends  of  the  great  cause 
throughout  the  South.  So  effective  was  this 
organization  that  the  receipts  of  th*  board 
went  that  year  to  $.'197,5(10,  the  largest 
amount  ever  raised  for  ciirreul  support  in 
any  one  year.  Other  causes  doubtless  con¬ 
tributed  to  this  gratifying  result  but  it  is 
dim  to  the  truth  of  history  to  say  that  it 
could  never  have  been  accomplished  but  for 
the  tireless  energy,  the  unwearying  devo 
tion  and  the  fine  practical  wisdom  of  Dr. 
Smith. 


While  this  remarkable  episode  deserves 
this  special  mention,  we  must  also  record 
with  gratitude  and  appreciation  the  fact, 
known  to  all  the  members  of  this  board  who 
have  been  associated  with  him  and  indeed 
known  to  thousands  of  observant  and  sym¬ 
pathetic  Baptists  all  over  the  land,  that  Dr 
Smith  lias  been  throughout  this  decade  and 
that  he  continues  to  be,  a  steady,  faithful, 
intelligent,  prudent  and  invaluable  leader  in 
this  great  enterprise 

Dr  Smith's  resignation  at  the  recent  full 
meeting  of  the  board  was  offered  of  bis  own 
motion.  It  was  known  to  bis  flitinwte 
friends  that  he  had  for  several  years  been 
considering  the  matter  of  retiring  from  this 
work  and  returning  to  the  pastorate.  When 
the  action  of  the  convention  at  its  recent 
ii  -eting  made  it  possible  for  the  board  to 
elect  only  one  secretary,  Dr  Smith  delib 
cratelv  chose  to  retin-,  that  he  might  leave 
the  board  free  and  unembarrassed  to  choose, 
if  it  would,  his  friend  and  comrade,  Dr 
b’av.  for  the  only  secretarial  position  which 
the  board  had  to  fill.  This  course  on  his 
part  furnished  fresh  testimony  to  the  gen 
e rosily  and  self  sacrifice  of  bis  spirit 

Now  that  the  early  retirement  of  Dr 
Smith  fnnn  the  service  of  the  board  seems 
certain,  the  board  would  express  its  sincere 
appreciation  of  bis  Christian  character,  its 
high  estimate  of  the  value  of  his  services 
Hiid  its  profound  regret  that  a  relation  which 
has  lie.  ii  so  agreeable  to  the  board,  and,  as 
the  board  beli.-ves  so  useful  in  the  promo 
tion  of  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  is  soon  to 
end  Our  long  and  intimate  association  with 
him  gives  us  the  right  to  commend  him  aa 
a  workman  that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed 
as  a  comrade  in  Christ  in  whom  there  is  no 
guile.  As  be  purposes  to  return  to  the  pas 
torate.  we  venture  to  express  the  judgment 
that  any  church  into  whose  spiritual  leader¬ 
ship  he  may  go  deserves  to  be  congratulated.

It  might  be 
well  for  us  preachers  to  read  again  with 
special  thought  II  Tim.  4:l-.'>,  and  see  wheth¬ 
er  we  measure  up  to  the  standard  therein 
set  forth.  Brethren,  it  is  our  business  to 
I  reach  the  gospel.  The  man  who  does  not 
believe  in  the  Word  of  God  as  His  appointed 
means  of  bringing  the  world  into  harmony 
with  Himself  has  no  business  passing  as  a 
preacher.  If  the  people  refuse  to  hear  it, 
all  the  greater  his  responsibility  to  proclaim 
it  If  he  proclaims  it  faithfully,  his  reward 
is  sure.  God  takes  care  of  the  faithful  in 
Christ  Jesus.  Therefore,  preach  the  Word!

Sixty  Joined  the 
church  the  first  week —thirty-nine  by 
baptism.  The  meeting  goes  on  with 
power. 

Rev.  F.  Z.  Huffstatler.  of  Silver 
City,  Is  in  a  meeting  this  week  with 
his  church  at  Midnight.  The  pros¬ 
pects  for  a  great  meeting  are  good 
barring  the  rain.  He  has  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  this  scribe. 

The  editor  of  the  Baptist  Advance 
has  found  an  excellent  loophole  to 
get  through  voting  for  women  speak¬ 
ing  to  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
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thing,  they  went,  and  as  they  went 
they  talked  and  talked  of  the  Lord 
Jesus. 

N'o  women  were  finally  accepted. 
There  la  need  of  work  by  some  of 
the  women  workers  before  final  ac¬ 
ceptance.  All  were  examined  and 
encouraged  or  exhorted.  Of  the  lat¬ 
ter  ono  was  a  woman,  who  said  she 
was  determined  to  become  a  Chris¬ 
tian.  in  Spite  of  the  opposition  of 
husband  and  children,  "Why,  he 
raises  a  row  and  quarrels,  but  1  am 
bent  on  believing."  “What  do  you 
do  when  he  fusses  and  quarrels'.’”  I 
asked.  Ingenuously  and  frankly, 
she  replied,  ”1  give  him  as  go  <1  as 
be  sends.  I  .  talk  back  at  him 
Truthful,  thoroughly  natural,  and 
wholly  Chinese,  not  Christian!  She 
had  done  It  all  her  life,  and  knew  no 
belter.  Then  we  told  her  the  more 
excellent  way. 

Seven  and  a  half  hours  of  scarce¬ 
ly  Interrupted  church  work,  then 
home  by  dark  thus  dosed  a  tired. 


Nearly  all  my  Sundays  are  Bpent 
with  the  country  churdies.  Very 
rarely  am  1  here  with  the  Lab  howfu 
city  church.  Yesterday  was  meeting 
day  here.  They  met  In  the  study 
hall  at  the  boys'  school.  The  quar¬ 
ters  are  small,  but  the  new  church  is 
now  being  built,  and  when  It  Is  done, 
there  will  be  ample  room.  Mean¬ 
time,  the  women  and  the  girls  meet 
at  the  Woman's  Training  School, 
sometimes  they  have  a  preacher  and 
sometimes  they  devote  their  time  to 
the  Sunday  School  lesson.  Eight 
men  were  examined  and  accepted 
here. 

I  left  this  meeting  in  Mr.  Leon¬ 
ard's  liunds  and  went  thirty-five  "II” 
southwest  to  the  newest  church 
Ylng  LI.  1  hud  gone  but  a  short  dis¬ 
tance  when  some  tracts  worked  loose 
and  the  high  north  wind  began  scat- 
tierce  rate.  My 


terlng  them  at  a 
horse  would  not  stand  for  such  live¬ 
ly  distribution  of  good  literature! 
We  had  a  lively  time;  he  quieted 
down,  hut  we  did  not  overtake  the 
tracts.  I  hope  some  Chinese  found 
and  read  them. 

Tho  little  room  graciously  aftord 
ed  by  the  generosity  of  one  of  the 
members  was  crowded  with  men. 
There  being  no  place  for  the  women, 
they  had  gone  Into  the  home  with 
his  wife.  One  of  the  evangelists 
was  asked  to  preach  to  them,  while 
1  preached  to  the  expectant  men. 
"Life  and  Growth  the  First  Five 
Years  of  the  Church  In  Antioch”  was 
my  theme. 

Kxamlhatlon  of  Inquirers  came 
next,  and  nearly  filled  the  day.  This 
was  the  first  time  for  Horae,  for  oth¬ 
ers  the  third  and  fourth  time.  I’s- 
ually  I  put  such  work  on  the  Chi¬ 
nese.  but  today,  in  this  new  church, 
I  did  a  good  Bhare  of  examining  my¬ 
self.  Never  In  one  day  before  have 
I  examined  so  many,  I  think.  Out 
of  the  thirty-one  examined,  sixteen 
were  accepted  for  baptism.  This 
means  that  they  muBt  now  wait  five 
or  six  months,  a  sort  of  testing  or 
probation  time.  Long  experience 
with  other  plans  has  led  us  to  try 
this  plan  of  a  waiting  time. 

Some  were  pupils,  the  results  of 
Christian  schools,  others  came  from 
tent  work,  and  others  from  preach¬ 
ing.  One  of  the  finest  things  dis¬ 
cerned  In  yesterday's  work  was  that 
many  had  been  led  to  admire,  to  be¬ 
lieve  by  the  testimony  of  their 
friends  and  neighbors.  "I  saw  and 
heard  So  and  So,  and  knew  this  doc¬ 
trine  must  be  a  good  thing!”  To  b« 
sure  It  Is  a  good  thing,  and  that  is 
the  way  to  make  a  good  thing 
known.  After  Stephen's  death  the 
scattered  disciples  did  this  very

them  and  a  knowledge  of  their 
fields  and  work  such  as  few  secre¬ 
taries  acquire  even  In  a  lifetime.
